of niatier to embrace 400 thousand ems per 

week. Mr. Macdonald soid lhat, it was of 
importance, if nriyihjng was to be dono Ihis 
SosSion, that it should bo gone about at once. 
Ho moved that tho report bo printed wilh a 
view to being discussed to-morrow.
